Charles Arnold, Jr., the seven-year 
old'son ©f Mr. and Mrs. Charles Ar­ 
nold, living two miles north of Glen­ 
wood, is lying dead at Ids home with 
a bullet "hole through his head and 
the manner by which and at whose 
hands he met his death is a very per­ 
plexing question. 
Richard 
Arnold, 
eleven years old. brother of the vic­ 
tim, is the only person who can throw 
any light on the mystery, as lie is 
the only one present when the shoot­ 
ing took place. 
The shooting took 
place about five o'clock last night 
while the two brothers were alone in 
the house.' 
The older brother de­ 
clares that lie was attempting to 
take the gun fr,;m his brother's hand 
when it accidentally discharged and 
the bullet entered Ins head. 
After 
the accident. Richard 
dragged the 
body of his younger brother to the 
woodshed and covered it up. Tie also 
covered up a pool of blood on the 
floor of the room sin which the shoot­ 
ing took place, with a mat. fie seems 
very unconcerned which leads the 
neighbors of the Arnold family to lie 
the least bit suspicious. 


scuffle the gun was discharged and 
the bullet entered his bead. 
The boy's peculiar actions after 
the shooting have led the neighbors 
of the JPrnoid family to be suspicious. 
Why he should drag the body of his 
dead brother to the woodshed iii an 
attempt to cover up the deed seems 
strange. 
And even after that he 
covered up the pool of blood iii the 
room. 
The boy did not even call his 
mother in as soon as the accident 
occurred, but rather waited until she 
came to the house. 
Dr. J. II. Johnson, deputy coroner 
of Fayette county, arrived during !he 
evening and it was then that the 
story was extracted from the eleven- 
year-old boy. 
Ile held an inquest 
and examined the body. 
Ile found 
that the left side of the victim's face 
was badly burned by powder which 
led the physicians to believe that the 
bullet had entered that side of the 
head. 
The hole made by the lead is 
just above the ear and issued from 
the head at about the same place on 
tlie right side. 
The coroner has not 
yet returned a verdict, but he inti­ 
mated this afternoon that it would 
be death by accidental shooting. 
It 
is the official's opinion that death was 
in s tantaneous. 
The shooting occurred ie a room 
on the lower floor of the house. Tip 
until noon today all attempts to find 
the fatal bullet had proved fruitless. 
It is certain that the piece of lead is 
some place in the room since it pass­ 
ed i hrough the boy's head. 
A hole 
could not be found in the carpet nor 
could any mark be 
found on 
th# 
walls. 
The cool unconcern, 
which 
(lie older boy shows in regard to the 
sad ending of hts brother, seems mir­ 
aculous. 
He refuses to discuss the 
subject and always turns the topic of 
conversation to other channels, when 
approached on the subject. A neigh­ 
bor said that when tile victim's shoes 
were removed the older boy remarked 
something about their cost and then 
began talking about his school work.

county. The dry weather of midsum­ 
mer prevented the com from getting

ground ;c J in such fields there is a 
good deal cf sofe corn.

A local grain dealer stated today 
that there is some cora in the county 
that is ready4o crib now, but he gave 
it as his opinion that most fields will 
not be ready before the first of next 
month. Ile said that farmers who are 
already husking are 
throwing the 
corn in pens that are exposed to the 
air on all sides, which is a good way 
to handle the grain when it is not as 
"Solid as it should lie. The open pens 
give it a chance to cure out without 
molding. 
That Rush county will have the 
largest acreage of wheat in 1911 it 
has had in many years, is regarded* 
as practically certain by local eleva­ 
tor men. 
They say the farmens of 
Rush county put out a considerably 
larger acreage of wheat this fall than 
they have put out in any other fall 
for the last decade. This increase in 
the acreage of wheat is attributed to 
the effort the Purdue university ex­ 
periment station has been making to 
induce farmers to sow more wheat 
and try its growth along the scien­ 
tific lines the station recommends. A 
large number of Rush county farmers 
decided to do this. 
They not only 
put out a large acreage of wheat this' 
fall than usual, but also put it,out in 
a scientific way, using the prepared 
fertilizers that the scientists recom­ 
mend and taking special care in the 
preparation of die soil. 
In case Rush county has a large 
yield of wheat next year, it is prob­ 
able that the farmers will be so much 
encouraged thereby that 
they 
will 
sow a still larger acreage next fall. 
A good many grain men think that the 
effect of the appreciation of scientific 
methods to w heat -growing ire this 
section will result in a return within 
a few years to something near as 
large an acreage as was given over 
to that grain a quarter of a century 
ago, when wheat was an even more 
important crop than corn in central 
Indiana.

Cost of Maintaining State Institutions 
Greatly Reduced by Business Metlv 
ods 
Introduced by 
Republicans — 
Democrats Werr Extravagant, and 
Republicans Wrought Reform on Be­ 
half of the Taxpay ers. 


Republicans took charge of Indiana’s 
government in 1895, and held control 
and management in all things up to 
1908, when a governor, a superintend­ 
ent of public instruction and a legisla­ 
tive majority were elected by Demo­ 
crats. 
In the period from 1896 to 1906, the 
Republicans paid $6,715,615.12 of the 
state debt. 
They found a debt of $7, 
520,615.12. 
They cut this down to 
$805,615.12 in ten y ears. 
The debt re­ 
maining in 1906 was made up of bonds 
not due or pay able until 1910. 
So far as has been seen, the Demo­ 
cratic governor and his Democratic 
legislature have not shown either the 
ability or the desire to wipe out the 
$805,615.12 that remained to be paid 
in 1910. 
In fact, the talk is of new 
bond issues rather than the pay ment 
of the debt. And the sinking fund has 
been raided for nearly $800,000 to pay 
the cost of onq Democratic legislature.

It was during the period of Republi­ 
can complete control that the laws 
were 
passed 
which 
increased 
the 
state’s income from fees from $99,000 
annually in Democratic times, to more 
than $500.000 a y ear in Republican 
times. This means more than $400,000 
a y ear turned into the general fund, or 
a saving to the taxpay ers of that sum. 
In 1893 the Democrats made the tax 
levy . 
That levy was 32.50 cents on 
each $100. 
Under the succeeding Re­ 
publican rule, this went down to 30 
cents, and up to 1907 remained under 
the 1893 levy of the Democrats. 
In 
the latter y ear there was an increase 
of 2.75 cents in the levy for the three 
state educational 
insitutions. 
The 
creation of the educational institution­ 
al fund naturally brought up the total 
state tax levy , but even with this con­ 
siderable addition, the levy was in­ 
creased only to 35.35 cents on the $100. 
It can he noted that the general fund 
levy in 19> 
was 9 cents, while under 
Democrtic control, in 1893, the general 
fund levy was 10 cents on the $109. 
It is to be noted that while the pop­ 
ulation of benevolent institutions has 
increased more than 25 per cent in 
the y ea is since 1893. the levy for those 
institutions remains the same as in 
1893. 
Which indicates a large reduc­ 
tion in the *Sbst of maintenance under 
Republican management.

p h in g to charges 
made by Finley 
Mou nt. Rep u blican candidate for a t­ 
torney general, who, it is said, has 
made statements' that the 
p resent 
State administratio n has been ex ­ 
trav agant. 
He said that he was the 
( lily Democrat in the State hou se, 
like “a rat in a trap ” and that with a 
Democratic legislatu re and State o f­ 
fice holders, he wou ld show the p eo­ 
p le of Indiana how to redu ce ex ­ 
p enses. 


On the temp erance qu estion Mr. 
Mnr-hall said in p art:
